BEAVER TRAPPING 
OFF TO SLOW START 


Lansing, Mar. 29--Off to a poor 
start March 20, when continued 
cold weather kept more sluggish 
streams frozen tight, lower Mich- 
igan beaver trappers are eagerly 
awaiting the spring breakup that 
will permit setting and tending 
traps in open water. 

beaver and otter season ex- 
tends to April 10 in lower Mich- 
igan and from April 1 to 15, in- 
clusive, in the upper peninsula. 


PUMP NO THREAT 
TO INLAND LAKES 


Pumps used for irrigation of 
Michigan fields in general prove 
no serious threat to the level of 
lakes and streams used for water 
supplies. 

Ask O. E. Robey at Michigan 
State College about any danger 
and that is his answer. 

For proof he points out that in 
summertime the natural surface 
evaporation when no rainfall oc- 
curs is about 2% inches in a 
month. That is what happens to 
the water level on some of the 
state’s inland lakes and ponds. 

Where streams and lakes are 
spring-fed, the inflow of water 
often is as much as the evapora- 
tion even without rainfall 

But the pump used by the av- 
erage truck farmer for irrigating 
a portion of his farm usually has 
little or no appreciable effect on 
the water level. 

In some of Robey’s studies he 
has found as much as five acres 
of a field being watered from a 
lake which had a square mile of 
surface. To put an inch of water 
on the five acres would lower the 
lake only one-hundred and twen-

Fast Lansing, March 20—Court 
summons for ‘rural jay-walkers

Captain C. J. Scavarda of the 
safety and traffic division of the 
Michigan State Police said today 
that a sharp enforcement pro- 
gram appeared necessary in view 
of the spurt in pedestrian ac- 
cidents. Within 48 hours, two 
Michigan State College students 
were fatally injured while walk- 
ing at night on country highways

wide scale the accident toll was 
sweeping upward, with pedes-

in cities and 25 per cent of rural 
accident fatalities. 
; State police have started an 
.intensive campaign of warning 
rural pedestrians violating the 
istate’s new traffic law requiring 
them to walk on the left side of 
rural highways, facing on-coming 
traffic. Names of violators are 


*" taken and a second violation will 


mean a court summons. At the 
rate of more than 100 per day, 
state troopers are issuing these 
warnings and compiling a rural 
‘jay-walking list that will begin 
‘soon to bear fruit in either a re- 
duced accident toll or appear- 
-anees in traffic court. 
‘ “The traffic law passed by the 
last legislature imposes a definite 
responsibility on the pedestrian,” 
:Captain Scavarda said in his 
warning today. “His movement

TAXES CONTINUE 
WHILE ON PAY BOLL 

Wage earners in their sixties 
are going to learn, sometime dur- 
ing the present year, that their 
employers are manifesting less 
interest in their age, according to 
Sidney Laurens, manager of the 
Social Security Board's field of- 
fice at Traverse City. He explain- 
ed that this is a result of the rec- 
ent revision of the Social Securi- 
ty Act making old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance taxes payable 
regardless of the age of the em- 
ployee. 

“Before the act was amended, 
an employer,’”’ Mr. Laurens said, 
“was required to turn in the 
taxes in connection with this 
systtm only until the employee 
was 65 year sold. This tax, bas- 
ed on the worker’s wages is 1 
percent each for employer and 
employee. After 65, the age at 
which the worker might qualify 
for old-age insurance payments, 
his wages were not subject to the 
tax. 

“The employer had to know 
when a man had reached the age 
of 65. so that he could stop send- 
ing the taxes—his own and that 
deducted from the employee’s 
pay—to the collector of internal 
revenue, 

“The revised law,” he pointed 
out, “has removed this age bar- 
rier. Sixty-five remains the age 
after which a worker, whenever 
he chooses to retire, may claim 
his insurance payments, if he is 
qualifiec. But he now has the 
right to continue to accumulate 
wage credits in the years beyond 
that age, thus increasing. per- 
haps, the size of the monthly re- 
tirement checks that will go to 
him when he does retire. Sinceg 
the taxes will continue to be 
collected as long as he is paid 
wages, regardless of his age, all 
the emplover needs to know now 
lis that the man is still on his 
j payroll.”
